$5. All tavern keepers, keepers of boarding houses, persons having 
boarders in their families, and housekeepers, upon their being thereto

establish the boundaries thereof, as he may from time to time deem ne- 
cessary. 

$ 2. The commanding officer of each brigade may divide, annex 
or alter the boundaries of the several regiments, or separate battal- 
ions under his command, and in all cases of alteration of the bounda- 
ries of any regiment or battalion, that part containing the major part 
of the companies of any regiment or extra battalion, shall retain its 
name, number and rank. 

93. All such alterations shall be reported to the commander-in- 
chief, and shall remain in force until he shall otherwise direct. 

§ 4. Every officer rendered supérnumerary by consolidation or al- 
teration of a regiment, battalion, troop or company, shall be deemed 
tohave resigned his commission, unless he shall have given written

§ 16. No comissioned officer, musician or private, belonging to any 
troop or company, shall leave such troop or company, and enlist in 
another, without the written consent of the commandant of the troop 
or company to which he belongs, unless he shall have moved out of 
the beat of such troop or company. ` 

§ 17. The commandant of every company or troop shall make a re- 

turn, without delay, of all persons enlisted therein, to the command- 
ant of militia companies, within whose beats the persons respective- 
ly reside, showing thereon the date of enlistment, and the name of | 
the person; and the commandants of militia companies shall strike t 
from their rolls the names of every person thus certified to have been 
enlisted in any regularly organized company or troop. 
_+§ 18. The commandant of every company or troop, whenever he 
shall discharge an able-bodied man, between the age of eighteen and 
forty-five, shall give notice thereof, in writing, to the commandant 
of the militia company within whose beat the individual discharged 
shall reside. 

§ 19. Volunteer companies, are such as volunteer their services to 
the commander-in-chief, su! ject to be called into actual service at a 
moment’s warning, and who uniform and equip themselves according 
to law, or their by-laws, and are the first subject to be ordered out

§ 20. Militia companies are such as are organized according to 
law, and are subject to be called into actual service, by draft only, 
in cases of necessity, and their tour of duty being only sixty days, 
subject to be continued sixty additional days. 
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$ 21. All officers mentioned in the. ten preceeding sections, shall 
keep regular accounts, and make their requisitions and returns in such 
form as shall be prescribed by the quartermaster general, touching 
the safe keeping, preservation and distribution of arms, ammunition, 
ordinance and military stores. 
§ 22. If any company, regiment, or extra battalion, returns are 
not made at the time and in the manner prescribed by this act, the 
erson whose duty it is to make such returns, if for a company, shall 
forfeit and pay the sum of ten dollars; if for a regiment or extra 
battalion, shall forfeit and pay twenty dollars; if for a brigade, shall 
forfeit and pay forty. dollars; and if for a division, shall forfeit and pay 
sixty dollars. to be issued for and recovered by the proper judge ad- 
vocate, before a justice of the peace of the proper county, in the 
name of the State, upon the order of any officer to whom such return 
or returns shall fail to have been made, and to be applied to the use 
of the regiment or extra battalion, brigade or division.

§ 1. Courts of enquiry may be instituted by the eommander-in- 
chief, or the commanding officer of a division or brigade, in relation 
to those officers for whose trial they are authorized to appoint courts- 
martial, for the purpose of investigating the conduct of any officer, 
either by his own solicitation or on complaint or charge of improper 
conduct, degrading to the character of ano leer, or for the purpose of 
settling rank, 

§ 2. Such courts shall be organized as conris-martial, and shall con- 
sist of not less than three, nor more than five commissioned officers, 
the eldest to be president, and the president shall, without delay, re- 
port a statement of ue facts to the oficer instituting such court, who 

“may, in his diseretion, thereupon appoint a court-martial for the trial 
| of the officer whose conduct shall have been enquired into. 

§ 3. Livery general court-martial, for the trial of a major general, 
shall be ordered by the commander-in-chief, and shall consist of nine 
officers, any five of whom shall constitute a quorum. 

§ 4. Every general court-martial, for the trial of a brigadier general, 
shall be ordered by the commander-in-chief, and shall consist of nine 
officers, any five of whom shall constitute a quorum. ` , 

$ 5. All other general and regimental courts-martial, for the trial of 
commissioned officers, shall consist of five officers, any three of whom 
shall constitute a quorum, and shall be ordered, if for the trial of offi- 
cers above the rank of captain, by the commanding officers of bri- 
gades ; and for all other officers, by the commanding officers of regi- 
ments or extra battalions. 

$ 6.*No officer arrested shall be brought to trial unless a copy of the 
charges and specifications, certified by the officers ordering the arrest, 
shall be delivered to him, or left at his usual place of abode, within 
three days after his arrest, nor unless the officer ordering such court- 
martial shall have ordered the same within thirty days after receiving 
notice of the arrest, anda copy of the charges and specifications; nor 
until ten days after a copy of a list of the names of the officers detail- 
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ed to form the court shall have been delivered to the officer arrested, 
or left at his usual place of abode. 

§ 7. The officer ordering the court may, at any time, supply any - 
vacancy that from any cause may happen therein. 

§ 8. If the officer accused shall have'any cause of challenge to the 
president of such court, he shall, within a reasonable time after receiv- 
ing a copy of the charges and a list of the members, deliver hisi cause 
of challenge, in writing, to the officer ordering such court, who shall, 
thereupon, determine as to the validity of such challenge, and if in his 
opinion, the canses are sufficient, he shall appoint another president of 
such court, but the president of every court shall be the senior oflicer 
sitting thereon. 

§ 9. After the court shall have assembled, and after all challenges, 
if any are made, shall have been demanded, the judge-advocate, 
whether commissioned or special, shall administer to the president, and 
each member, singly, the following oath: “You, A. B., do sweat, with- 
out partiality, fear, prejudice, or hope of reward, you will well and 
truly try the cause now before you, between the State and the person 
(or persons, if more than one is accused in the same complaint) to be 
tried; and you do further swear that you will not divulge the sentence 
of this court-martial until it shall be approved or disapproved of, and 
that you will not, on any account, at any time whatever, disclose the 
vote or opinion of any member, unless required to give evidence there- 
of as a witness by a court of justice, in due course of law; so help- 
you God.” And the president shall administer to the judge-advocate 
the following oath: “ Vou A. B., dosolemnly swear that you will faith- 
fully and impartially discharge your duties as judge-adyocate on this 
occasion, as well to the State as to the accused, and that you will not, 
on any account, at any time whatever, divulge the vote or opinion of 
any member of this court-martial, unless required to give evidence 
thereof as a witness by a court of justice in due course of law; so 
help you God.” . 

§ 10, Every judge-advocate, whether commissioned or special, and 
every member of a court-martial, shall keep seeret the sentence of the 
court-martial until the same shall be approved or disapproved according 
to law, and shall keep secret the vote or opinion of any particular mem- 
ber of the court-martial, unless required to give evidence thereof bya 
court of justice. . 

§ 11. The sentence of any such court-martial shall be according to 
the nature and degree of offence, and according to military usage, but 
shall not extend further than cashiering the officer convicted, and dis- 
qualifying him from holding eny office in the militia of this State, and 
imposing a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars. 

§ 12. The proceedings and sentence of every such court-martial 
shall, without delay, be delivered to the officer ordering the court, 
signed by the president and attested by the judge-advocate, who shall 
approve or disapprove thereof within fifteen days thereafter, and shall 
give notice of lis approval or disapproval to the president of such 
court-martial, and to the arresting officer; and he may, at his discre- 
tion, publish the sentence, approved or disapproved, in orders,

MILITIA LAW. 59 
HEAD QUARTERS OF THE MILITIA, 


ADJUTANT GENERAL”S Orrice, 
City of Jefferson, June T, 1845. 


GENERAL ORDER. 


The Commander-in-Chief of the Militia of the State of Missouri, 
in contemplation of a more perfect and suitable organizat'on of the 
Militia, having in view its better adaptation to the extent and locali- 
ties of the country, and the probable increase of our population, as 
well as to insure a more strict observance of military discipline, by 
augmenting the number of Divisions and Erigades, lessening their 
extent of territory; affording to the general officers the opportunity 
of inspecting, in person, the troops in every part of their division and 
brigade, and the people a better opportunity of becoming acquainted 
with the character and qualifications of those whom they aie to:elect 
for the higher evades of command: Ile therefore orders that the di- 
visions and brigades be arranged as follows: 

First Diviswon-—Yoward, Randolph, Chariton, Macon, Linn, Adair, 
Putnam, Sullivan, and Schuyler. The county of Howard will com- 
pose the Ist brigade; the counties of Randolph, Macon, Chariton, 
Linn, Adair, Putnam, Sullivan, and Schuyler, will compose the 2nd 
brigade of said division. 

Secod Division —St. Louis county will compose the 2nd division, 
and be divided into two irigades. The city of St. Louis forming the 
ist brigade, and the remainder of the county the ¿nd brigade of said 
division. 

Third Division—Clay, Ray, Caldwell, Carroll, Livingston, Grundy, 
and Mercer will compose the 3rd division. The county of Clay will 
compose the Ist brigade; the counties of Ray, Caldwell, Carroll, Liv- 
ingston, Grundy, and Mercer will compose the Und brigade. 

Fuurti Division—Jackson, Van Buren, Lafayette, Johnson, Henry, 
Bates and St. Clair will compose the 4th division. The counties of 
Jackson, Van Buren and Bates will compose the Ist brigade; and the 
counties of Lafayette, Johnson, Henry and St. Clair will compose the 
2nd brigade of said division.

The counties of 
Cole, Miller, Moniteati and Osage will compose the 1st brigade; and 
the counties of Gasconade, Franklin and Crawford wiil compose the 
3nd brigade of said division. i 

Seventh Division—Barry, Newton, Greene, Taney, Polk, Pulaski, 
Camden, Wright, Decatur, Jasper, Dade, Niangua, Lawrence, Texas, 
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Cedar and Oregon will compose the 7th division. The counties of 
Barry, Newton, Greene, Taney, Decatur, Jasper, Dade, Lawrence 
Cedar and Oregon will compose the lst brigade; the counties of 
Camden, Wright, Niangua, Polk, Pulaski and Texas will compose the 
2nd brigade of said division.

Tenth Diviston—Scott, New Madrid, Ripley, Wayne, Shannon, 
Stoddard, Reynolds, Mississippi and Dunklin will compose the 10th 
division. The counties of Scott, New Madrid and Mississippi will 
compose the 1st brigade; and the counties of Ripley, Wayne, Stod- 
dard, Shannon, Dunklin and Reynolds will compose the 2ud brigade 
of said division. : 

Eleventh Diviston—St. Charles, Warren, Lincoln and Montgomery 
will compose the 11th Division. The counties of St. Charles and 
Lincoln will compose the Ist brigade; and the counties of Warren 
and Montgomery will compose the 2nd brigade of said division. 

Twelfth Division—Boone, Callaway and Audrain will compose the 
12th division. “The county of Boone will compose the Ist brigade;

Fourteenth Division—Marion, Shelby, Lewis, Clark, Scotland and 
Knox will compose the 14th division. The counties of Marion and 
Shelby will compose the 1st brigade; and the counties of Lewis, Clark, 
Scotland and Knox will compose the 2nd brigade of*said division. 

Fifteenth Division—Platte, Clinton, Daviess, Buchanan, Andrew, 
Holt, De Kalb, Nodaway, Gentry, Harrison and Atchison will com- 
pose the 15th division. The counties of Platte and Clinton will com- 
pose the Ist brigade; and the counties of Daviess, buchanan, Andrew, 
Holt, De Kalb, Nodaway, Gentry, Harrison and Atchison will com- 
pose the 2nd brigade of said division. 
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An act of Congress to provide for the Franking of letters and packa- 
ges on Military matt-rs. 

“ And be it further enacted, That the adjutant general of the mili- 
tia of each State and territory shall have the right to receive by the 
mail, free of postage from any major or brigadier general thereof, and 
to transmit to suid generals, any letter or packet relating solely to the 
militia of such State or territory; Provided always, that every such 
officer, before he delivers any such letter-or package for transmission, 
shall, in his own proper handwriting, on the outside thereof, endorse 
the nature of the papers enclosed, and thereto subscribe his name and 

offices; and shall previously furnish the Post Master of the office where 

“he shall deposit the same, with a specimen of his signature; and if 

any such oificer shall frank any letter or package, in which shall be 

contained any thing relative to any subject other than of the militia 

of such State or territory, every offender shall, on conviction of eve- 
ry such offence, forfeit and pay a fine of fifty dollars.”

I am aware, from my short experience in the discharge of the du- 
ties of adjutant general, that there are several duties daily devolving 
upon you, which are not plainly and definitely laid down in our militia 
system. Believing that if some of the dilliculties produced by the 
faulty system under which you act were removed, it would prove 
highly beneficial to the strength and discipline of the militia, I have 
thought this a favorable opportunity to inform you of soine of the 

- rules I have adopted, where the law is ambiguous, or partially or tọ- 
tally silent, upon some very important duties, concomitant with your 
several offices. 

* Iwould call your attention, in the first place, to the rule Ihave 
adopted in relation to the commissioning of the o cers elected by 
volunteer ‘companies, i have thought proper to commission these 

+ officers, whenever the colonel of the regiment to which they belong, 
or some field ou'cer equal or superior in rank, shall certify to the 
commander-in-chicf, that the company has organized according to 

«law, he having approved the by-laws adopted for its government.— 
This, I believe, is the true intent and spirit of the law: 

In relation to the loaning of the arms, belonging to the State, to 
volunteer companies, as authorized by the XV article of the act of 
237, to regulate, govern and discipline the militia Ihave with the ad- 
vice and consent of the commander-in-chief,adopted the following reg- 
ulations, to wit: 

That when any volunteer company has complied with the requisi- 
tions above stated, and the colonel of the regiment to’ which ittbe- 
longs, or some field ouicer equal, or superior in rank, shall certify 
to the commander-in-chief that the company ès an fwè uniform, it 
will be furnished with arms by complying with the following: 

The company must give bond with security, to be approved by the 
major or a brigadier gencral of the division, for the safe keeping and 
return of the arms; which hond must be in double the amount of the 
value of the arms loaned.* It must be stated to what place, and to 
whose care the arms shall be sent; and all expenses incurred in trans- 
portation must be defrayed by the company. ‘The bond, after appro- 
val, as above required, must be sent to the quartermaster general of 
the State. 

There appears, also, to be some misunderstanding relative to the 
act of Congress, concerning the franking of letters and packageg on 
military matters; in consequence of which, the State is often sub- 
jected to unnecessary expense. Ihave therefore caused the law up- 
on this subject, to be appended to this publication. + 

Before I conclude, I would respectfully request the officers, who 
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are required by law to make out and transmit to this department an-, 
nual returns of the strength and condition of their respective brig- 
ades and divisions, to make out and transmit the same, on or before 
the fifteenth day of December in each year. The reasonableness of 
this request will be very apparent, when I| state that the law of the 
United States requires'me to make out and transmit to the adjutant 
general of the United States, by the first day of January jin each 
year, a certified return of the strength and condition of the militia 
of this State, 

It is highly important, that every oficer should make a full and per- 
fect return of the strength and condition of his command. By the 
act of Congress of 18U8S, for arming the militia, our State receives 
her annual quota of arms from the general government, which is de- 
termined by- the report of her adjutant general of the strength of her 
militias consequently our State, by the incomplete returns which her 
adjutant general is compelled to make, receives a much smaller quo- 
ta than she would have received, had her officers, been vigilant and 
¡ punctual in making their annual returns. 

Very few returns for the last year have been received. If this re- 
| remissness of duty cannot be remedied otherwise, I would earnestly 
| recommend a rigid infliction of the penalties prescribed by this act. 
I cannot too earnestly urge upon the officers of the several divis- 
ions of the militia, to uniform themselves as required by law; unless 
¡tie officers will faithfully and diligently obey the law, it cannot be 
¡expected that the privates will. I do hope that this portion of the 
| law will be promptly complied with; if not, it should be rigidly en- 
| forced. 
| I shall at all times be pleased te communicate with you upon any 
| matter tending to the advancement of the militia.
